How Modernism 


Works in a 
“Christian” School 


By the 


Editor 


I have had a letter for five.weeks. I prayerfully. consid- 
ered whether I should publish it in THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD. After much prayer I feel that the testimony of this 

good Christian woman would be of great value as a wagning to 
young students in schools that are supposed to be Christian. 
Look out for modernism and see how subtly unbelievers can 
set out to wreck the faith of students. 


I give only the initials of the 
two women involved. 

Furman: University 4s at Green- 
ville, South Carolina, is regularly 
supported by the Southern Bap- 
tist program in that state, and is 
currently raising funds for a great 
enlargement. When you read this 
letter, prayerfully consider wheth- 
er Bible-believing Baptists should 
support this school. 

‘Dear Dr. Rice: 

“A friend of mine, Mrs. C. H. 
K—, has recently begun sending 
me THE SWORD OF THE LORD and 
I feel that I owe her a great debt 
of gratitude. Since I read my first 
copy, I have wanted to tell you 
how much it means to me, and 
after reading ‘False. Prophets— 
Real or Imaginary?’ I have felt 
led to take a few minutes of your 
time in sharing an experience with 
you. 

“Mrs. K—- and I went as room- 
mates to the Women’s College of 
Furman University in the fall of 
1936 and we and our families felt 
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that because it was one of our 
Baptist schools we would receive 
the finest of religious training.

At another time he 
made the statement that Heaven 
is within us and is not a place 
where we will go. One of us asked 
him to explain what Christ meant 
by ‘I go to prepare a place for 
you,’ if that were the case, and 
he replied that Jesus was talking 
to ignorant men and just had 
to use language that they would 
understand. Frequently he would 
say at the end of a_ shocking 
statement, ‘Now don’t go home 
and tell your mothers I said that!’ 
I have seen students almost at the 
point of tears shake their heads 
and Say, 
I believe!’ Fortunately for us, we 
had the blessing of Christian 
homes and with the backing of 
Christian. parents and a_ godly 
grandmother, we* announced our 
intention of dropping the course. 
At this point the dean called us 
in to her office and in the most 
persuasive measures tried to con- 
vince us that the religion which 
was Satisfactory for our parents 
was not adequate for us—that ‘it 
was up to us. to form our own 
Philosophy of life! Since God -and

Winged Wonders 


Today we begin our study of 
birds and their ways. Birds are 
of very special interest because 
they exhibit remarkable and well- 
established instincts, combined 
with what would seem to be in- 
telligence. Many birds are quick 
to learn new ways, and it is im- 
possible for us to explain some 
of their astonishing performances. 

Any animal which has: a cover- 
ing of feathers belongs to the, 
bird class, They are feathered bi- 
peds, they are warm-blooded, and 
they lay eggs. Warm-blooded 
means that they keep the same 
body temperature day and night, 
summer and winter, the only 
other warm-blooded animals being 
the mammals. 

There are-five running birds with 
undeveloped wings: the African 
ostrich, the American ostrich, the 
emu, the cassowary, and ‘the kiwi; 
all others have the power of flight, 
except in rare cases like the pen- 
guins of the Antarctic. 
 Birds- are endowed with two 
widely open gateways of know- 
ledge—the sense of sight and the 
sense of hearing. You have watch- 
ed gulls pick up pieces of bis-/ 
cuit from the foam in the wake 
of a steamer. Not less striking is 
the keen way in which a hawk 
scrutinizes a hillside in search of 
young birds and mammals. From 
a great height it detects a victim 
and deseends like a bolt from’ the 
blue. Vultures gather to a careass 
by sight rather than by smell. 

One vulture sees the animal 
stagger and fall, and descends on 
it. A second follows: the first, and 
a third the second; so the news 
spreads through the sky. 

- Longfellow, in one of his poems, 
uses this picture to illustrate the 
way in which misfortunes often 
follow one another: 


Never stoops the soaring vulture 
on his quarry in the desert, 
On the sick and wounded bison, 
but another vulture aatching 
From his high aerial lookout, sees 

the downward plunge and. fol- 
lows, 
And a third pursues the second, 
coming from the invisible ether, 
First a speck and then a vulture, 
till the air is thick with pinions. 
So disasters come not singly. 


In addition to this keen sense 
of sight, birds, have an equally 
sharp sense of hearing. The break- 
ing of a twig is enough to send 
the bird off at full speed, or to 
make it utter the danger signal. 
To those young birds hatched at 
an advanced stage and able to 
run about almost immediately, the 
quick ear means much. These 
newborn birds come into life en-

motionless. Their lives depend on 
this sense. They could not have 


developed it gradually through the 


centuries. They could not survive

The sense of touch in birds does 
not seem to be acute, except in 
the bills of those birds that feel 
their food before or without see- 
ing it. Thus the woodcock probes 
for earthworms in the moist soil of 
the wood, and the tip of its bill 
has a fine equipment of nerve- 
endings. The snipe also feels for 
food which it does not see. 

Taste is not greatly developed 
in birds, for they are much given 
to bolting their food and hurry- 
ing on. However, chickens will soon 
learn to avoid unpalatable cater- 
pillars, and hungry ducklings, after 
one trial, will refuse tiny foreign 
frogs with poisonous skins. 


Little is known of the sense of 
smell in birds, and this is true 
also of the other senses—tempera- 
ture, pressure, and balance. Mi- 
grating birds. must surely be pos- 
sessed of a sense unkown to us, 
making their way accurately for 
thousands of miles, steering an 
unerring course by day and by 
night. 

If-a boy could ride a bicycle 
at the first attempt, that would 
be an inborn or instinctive apti- 
tude. Birds show much of this 
gift. For instance, young water 
birds, when tumbled into the wa- 
ter, swim .at once. In some cliff 
birds, where the birthplace may be

The fifth volume to be published 
in the New International Com- 
mentary on the New Testament 
series. Well outlined and thorough- 
ly indexed. The book is weak on 
the point of inspiration since Bruce 
teaches an inspiration which de- 
pends upon eyewitness accounts, 
gathering data from _ various 
‘sources and writing “upon 
thorough and accurate research 
and that it is arranged in a proper 
sequence” (p: 19). Nor could we 
agree with such philosophy as the 
idea that the prominent picture 
of Paul in Acts is because he was 
“Tuke’s hero.” His teaching con- 
cerning the apostle’s Pentecostal 
- experience is that it was a “Spirit- 
“baptism (which) took place once 
for all” (p. 56).

Estimated crowds from 1,000 
to 2,200 gathered each night in the 
high school auditorium of this 
small city of approximately 15,000 
people. One night 1,200 people 
waited. outside the _  build- 
ing until 10:30 before they could 
be admitted into the auditorium 
for a service which lasted until 
12:30 a.m. That night the leading 
communist of Centralia was saved, 
along with many others. 


Two days before the campaign 
closed, a night club owner and 
professional gambler called Dr. 
Riggs and asked for an inter- 
view.

.a ledge two or three hundred feet 
above the sea, as with the razor- 


bills, the parents have to coax or 
even force the young bird to take 
the first plunge. Sometimes they 
help down the young bird, and even 


»seem to give actual instruction. 
‘Thus, the mother’ great-crested 
“grebe takes her young ones on 


her’ back for a sail, and then, 
sinking beneath the water, leaves 
them gently afloat. 

Besides learning the art of 
swimming quickly, the same _ is 
generally true of flying and div- 
ing, pecking and __ scratching, 
crouching and lying low. But we 
soon come to the end of the list 
and then find the young bird ac- 
tually learning. 

Professor Lloyd Morgan observ- 
ed that his chicks, hatched out in 
the laboratory away from any 
bird, paid no attention to their 
own mother’s cluck when she was 
brought outside the door. Later 
on, when they were thirsty, and 
willing to drink from a moist 
fingertip, they did not know what 
water was for, even when they 
walked through a saucerful. It was 
onlv when they happened to peck 
their toes when standing in the 
dish that they appreciated wa- 


‘ter as the thing they wanted. 


Only: then did they raise their 
bills to the sky in the familiar 
fashion. Later on, these unpreju- 
diced youngsters . stuffed their 
crops with red yarn, as if they 
mistook the pieces for worms. 
Evidently they missed their moth- 
er’s teaching, but they soon learn- 
ed. Not more than once or twice 
did, they try the red worsted or 
the unpalatable caterpillar. They 
learned with great rapidity. 
Diving birds will swim away at 
once after birth, but it may be 
weeks wires they know they can 
dive. A bird seems to need sonie- 
thing to arouse the diving instinct, 
stich as a dog running down the 
benk, barking. Without a second’s 
hesitation the bird will disappear 
under the water for the first time 
in its life, remaining under for 
sometime and then peeping care- 
fully, its head just showing above 
water. Nothing had _previous- 
ly awakened the diving instinct: it 


“was the dog’s bark that pulled 


the trigger. Intelligence and in- 
stinct joined hands and the power 
which was present at birth was 
now available when needed. Crea- 
tion again! . 

The songthrush knows how to 
break snail shells on a stone anvil. 
Miss Frances Pitt, in her Wild 
Creatures of Garden and Hedge- 
row, tells of this curious habit. 
To a young thrush which 
she had brought up by hand, 
she offered some  woodsnails, 
but Re took no _ interest. in 
them until one of the = snails 
put out its head and began 
to move. The bird then pecked 
at its horns and seemed amazed 
when the snail retreated within 
the shelter of its shell. This hap- 


‘After that, it was easy. A ten- 


pened over and over again, the 
bird’s inquisitiveness increasing 
day by day. The thrush often 
picked up a shell by the lip and 
let it fall, but no real progress 
was made until the sixth day, 
when the bird seized the snail and 
beat it on the ground somewhat 
in the same manner as thrushes 
do with a big earthworm. At 
last on the same day, he picked 
up a snail, and hit the shell re- 
peatedly against a stone. He tried- 
one snail’s -shell after another. 
After fifteen minutes of hard 
work, he managed to break one. 


dency to beat things seems to 
be inborn in this bird, but in this 
particular instance, he seemed to 
have learned intelligently how to 
solve a fairly difficult problem. 


Birds, like any backboned ani- 
mals, often show quickness in 
forming a connection between 
some sight or sound and an ap- 
propriate action. Professor Morgan 
tells of a moor-hen chick for 
whom he used to dig earthworms. 
This bird soon learned to run to 
him from some distance whenever 
he took the spade in hand. It 
is not necessary to suppose that 
the bird reasoned, “He’s got hold 
of the thing that brings me 
worms,” but some association evi- 
dently existed in the bird’s mind 
between the spade and a pleasant 
hunger-satisfying experience. 

All of us have watched birds 
collecting food and dealing with 
it. We have gazed at the robin on 
the lawn, hopping here and there, 
cocking kis head on one side, 
listening intently, and then making 
a quick thrust to bring out an 
earthworm without breaking it, 
and leaning back to stretch the 
worm for careful removal. The 
robin has, apparently, an astonish- 
ingly acute sense of hearing, 
probably able to detect the slight 
movement of the worm below 
the ground. Then, we have watch- 
ed robins build nests and rear 
their young ones, and all of us 
have remarked with wonderment 
at what we have seen. These in- 
born gifts, or promptings, or 
abilities—whatever you like to 
call them—are instinctive. I am 
sure we. shall enjoy a little closer 
examination of some of these 
wonders, such as nest-making, the 
laying of eggs, and their hatch- 
ing. We shall look at their feath- 
ers, their plumage, and -their 
ability to fly. Here are the opera- 
tions of amazing interest from 
which we shall draw some con- 
clusions of importance. 

Birds are mentioned many times 
in the Bible as objects of God’s 
care. I read in Luke 12:24: 

“Consider the ravens: for they 
neither sow nor reap; which neith- 
er have storehouse nor barn; AND 
GOD FEEDETH THEM; how 
much more are ye better than the 
fowls?” 

Jesus compared Himself and His

_ Pirst published in 1910, this vol- 
ume contains fourteen studies in 
the book of Isaiah with seven 
brief sections to each study.

" primarily as a textbook and needs 
to be read with the Bible open 
at Isaiah, 


The author, Professor emeri- 
tus at the Presbyterian Theo- 
logical Seminary in _ Chicago, 
Kelieves strongly in the unity 
of the Book, standing firm that 
it was written by only one Isaiah, 
not three or even two! However, 
the volume does not come out as 
strong for inspiration as could be 
hoped or even, in the reviewer’s 
estimation, as the situation re- 
quires.

A Co-operative Reprint Library 
book formerly published under the 
title, Scripture Manual. The pur- 
pose of the volume, according to 
the publishers, is “to present in 
compact and readily accessible 
form the teaching of Scripture on 
a large variety of subjects of cur- 
rent and perennial interest.” 

Subjects are alphabetically ar- 
ranged, making indexing unneces- 
sary. Scriptures are printed in full 
in the text, making it much more 
convenient than when just the ref- 
erence is given. A very handy 
manual for Sunday School teach- 
ers, ministers, youth workers, and 


«* “any others desiring special study 


in the Scripture. Those who have 
not had ‘special training will find 
it especially helpful. 

Lutheran Cyclopedia, edited by 
Erwin L. Lueker, Concordia Pub- 
lishing House, Saint Louis, Mis- 
souri, 1,160 pages, $7.50. 

A tremendous one-volume work 
professing to contain authoritative 
and reliable information on all 
phases of past and present re- 
ligion, with special emphasis on 
American Lutheranism. However, 
the reliability of the volume is 
questioned when reading such 
statements as, “From the Apos- 
tolic age to the rise of Anabap- 
tism in the sixteenth century the 
doctrine of infant Baptism (pedo- 
baptism) was undisputed... it is 
in agreement with Holy Scripture 
to insist upon pedobaptism” (p. 
428). And surely the volume is un- 
reliable when it teaches baptismal 
regeneration, saying, “Contrary to 
assertions of modern rationalists 

. Baptism...is to be used as 
a means of forgiveness of sins, life, 
and salvation till the end of time”’ 
(p. 427). 

There are 112 contributors for 
the Cyclopedia who have written 
on a total of 7,550 subjects. Many 
of the subjects are thumbnail 
biographical sketches of Christian 
leaders living and dead, but again 
is made to wonder why 
sketches ~of men _ like Shailer 
Mathews are given; yet others, 
like Billy Graham, are omitted. 
. The strong Lutheran emphasis 
throughout. the volume probably 
limits its value to that group.

Liquor Consumption 
Under Repeal 

America relegalized the liquor 
traffic in 1933. The American 
people drank a per capita average 
of. something over 8 gallons of 
beer, wine and whisky in 1934 
—the first full year of repeal. 
They drink- an annual per capita 
average now of over 18 gallons. 
George R. Reilly, of the California 
Equalization Board, told a Senate 
subcommittee investigating juve- 
nile delinquency the other -day 
that alcoholic beverage consump- 
tion in that state had skyrocket- 
ed from 70 million gallons 17 
years ago to 225 million gallons 
today, and that by 1959, it would 
reach 500 million gallons annually.

They glorify ‘its 
use with wholesome public ac- 
ceptance, harmless refreshment, 
secial courtesy, domestic tran- 
quility, popular approval, and per- 
sonal enjoyment. Such a one-sided 
glorification of this habit-forming 
narcotic, poisonous drug is down- 
right dishonest, deceptive, and 
dangerous. 

That is why I purchased this 
network time to lift my voice in 
)protest and sound a warning. That 
is why such a national network 
broadcast ought to be made a 
weekly affair. There is another 
side to this liquor story. It needs 
to be told. The country should 
hear it; are you in favor of its 
being told?

They succeeded beyond their 
fondest hopes and with fatal re- 
sults to our nation and its armed 
forces. Pearl Harbor is an -ex- 
ample. There are others. Who 
could ever forget the awful bloody 
carnage at Christmastime in 1944 
when Field Marshall Karl Von 
Rundstead launched the counter- 
drive known as the “Battle of the 
Bulge” that slew 60,000 American 
soldiers and destroyed mountains 
of munitions? The Army news- 
paper, Stars and Stripes, editorial- 
ly credited beer-tight G.I. Joes 
for that debacle. 

Thousands of young men who 
went away from home as total 
abstainers have returned from 
military service to humiliate their 
fathers and mothers with their 
drinking escapades. 


Tonight thousands of teen-aged 
boys drafted from good homes 
where no alcoholic beverages are 
served roam our city streets lone- 
some, homesick, confused, bewild- 
ered, easy prey to all the evils 
associated with beer joints, tav- 
erns, road houses and _. honky- 
tonks. 


Liquor—a Curse to America 

Liquor is a curse to America. 
It is a curse to her highways. It 
is a curse to her government. It 


is a curse to her army. It is a 
curse to her homes. It is a 
curse to her youth. It is a 


curse to her politics.-It is a curse 
to her manhood and womanhood. 
It foments strife, creates confu- 
sion, fosters crime, promotes cor- 
ruption, pollutes social life, and 
undermines military might. 

The man who runs a grocery 
store, a dry goods store, a meat 
market, a hardware store, a fur- 
niture store, a lumber yard, a feed 
store, or who sells farm imple- 
ments, gasoline, automobiles or 
real estate, that man sells a pro- 
duct that is useful to the commun- 
ity, needed in the community and 
beneficial to mankind. But the 
man who selis”~ beer, wine or 
whisky sells a _ product to his 
community that not only is not 
beneficial to the community but 
is positively detrimental to the 
public good by causing traffic 
deaths, moral declensions, crimi- 
nal violence, domestic strife, and 
social debauchery. His community 
would. be far better off if not 
a drop of his product could. be 
obtained within a thousand miles. 


A Two-Pronged Problem 


The liquor problem is a two- 
pronged problem. The traffic is 
one prong; and the drinker is 
the other prong. The traffic by 
making, advertising, and selling 
liquor fosters murder, crime, law- 
lessness, highway slaughter, and 
alcoholism just the same as does 
the drinker by buying and drink- 
ing the stuff. They are both part- 
ners in the problem— the produc- 
er and the consumer, 

You can’t solve the problem 
of an overflowing bathtub just by 
swinging the mop. You must screw 
down the faucet. 

You can’t solve the pole cat 
problem in your hen house just 
by fumigating the chicken. You 
must kill the cat. 

You can’t solve the rattlesnake 
problem in your back yard just 
by doctoring the child he bites. 
You must kill the snake. 


Prohibition Aimed at the 
ffic 
That is why I am for prohibi- 
tion. It takes a law to kill the 


traffic. But somebody says: “You 
can’t legislate sobriety into 
people.”” Prohibition laws do not 


attempt to. They are not aimed 
at the drinker. They are aimed 
at the traffic. We teach total ab- 
stinence to the individual; we pro- 
hibit the traffic. We admonish the 
drinker to leave it alone; we for- 
bid the maker, advertiser and 
seller by law. We work at both 
} prongs of the problem. 


Prohibition Tried Once 
People say, “We tried prohibi- 
tion once.” Sure, we have tried 
world peace several times. 


spent billions and killed millions 
to make the world safe for demo- 


We’ 


cracy in World War I. Then Hit- 
ler arose and we tried it all over 
again on a bigger and more bloody 
scale. Then there followed the 
Korean conflict at the cost of more 
billions in money and more mil- 
lions in human lives. And demo- 
cracy is more unsafe and more 
insecure today than it has ever 
been. 


But that doesn’t mean that we 
are to give up the fight, surrender 
the cause and settle down to a 
peaceful coexistence with com- 
munism because freedom, inde- 
pendence and liberty. are worth 
fighting for over and over and 
over. Ladies and gentlemen, free- 
dom from the slavery and de- 
bauchery of liquor is worth fight- 
ing for, so we propose to keep 
our guns loaded and our flag 
waving in the wind on the side 
of prohibition. 


Prohibition Can Be Enforced 


Somebody says, “You can’t en- 
force prohibition.” 


Do you mean to tell me that a 
government that can make 130 
million people obey rationing re- 
gulations; that can make 60 mil- 
lion people obey tax laws none of 
them like; that can make 20 or 
30 million boys obey a draft law; 
that can spend multiplied billions 
of dollars and send her military 
forces around the’ globe to put 
down totalitarianism can’t make 
a few thousand bootleggers stop 
poking fruit jars through a knot 
hole after dark? 

That is the answer to that one, 
my friend. 


Alcohol Unchanged by 
Legalization 

The thing that makes alcohol 
a curse is what it is and what it 
does, not where it is made, who 
makes it or who gets the money 
out of it. People frequently say, 
“Tt is better to have legal than 
bootleg liquor.” There,is no dif- 
ference in the alcohol. It is all 
the same habit-forming narcotic, 
poisonous drug. Legal liquor will 
make you drunk the same as boot- 
leg liquor. Legal liquor will cause 
you. to wreck your car, starve 
your family, beat your wife, com- 
mit a crime, become an alcoholic— 
the same as bootleg liquor. 


You can’t change alcohol and its 
effect upon a human being by 
changing the legal standing of the 
man who makes or sells it. 


Collecting taxes from its pro- 
duction and sale no more changes 
its destructive powers than caging 
a rattlesnake and charging admis- 
sion to see him change the poison 
in his fangs.

so that the key that should have 
struck against the notch, struck 
against the smooth edge of the 
bar. I did not at the time know 
what the matter was. I only knew 
that the gentleman, my guest, 
wished his suitcase and that I 
could not get it for him. After 
having tried several moments and 
had others do the same unavail- 
ingly, I said to one of the jani- 
tors: 

“Will you kindly see that this 
door is opened? We shall need 
to get this gentleman’s suitcase for 
the train at 3 o'clock. 

He consented to do so, and we 
went on to our luncheon. Return- 
ing at 3 o'clock, in scant time 
for the train, I found the door 
locked and the lock in exactly 
the condition in which it had been. 
I turned the key forward and 
backward, and did not know what 
to do. At last it occurred to me 
that I had not prayed, so as I 
stood by the door I said: 

“Lord, you know that this 
gentleman needs his baggage and 
I cannot get it for him in time 
for the train unless you help. 
Please make this key throw this 
bolt.”’ 

Having thus prayed as I stood by 
the door, I turned the key and as 
if there had never been the slight- 
est difficulty, the bolt shot back 
and the door was open! _. 

I mentioned this to two brother 
ministers at my table that day 
or the next) and one of them 
said: 

“T never would bother the Lord 
about a little thing like that. I 
would consult a locksmith.” 

So would I have.consulted a 
locksmith had there been time, 
but if I had waited to do so, my 
friend could not have had his 
suitcase in time for his train. I 
was glad that God gave it to him. 

This fact having been stated 
in The Christian Endeavor World, 
one of my neighbors not long af- 
terward mentioned that she had 
read it. She said that her stove 
had been out of order for some 
weeks, that she had ordered the 
stove man to. come. and put it in 
order, that he*had failed. to:do so 
and that her husband had repeat- 
edly gone. to the city with the 
memory of a smoky kitchen and a 
poor breakfast ‘to hamper _ his 
day’s work. Having ‘read this arti- 
cle, she said: 

“‘T said to myself, if God in 
answer to prayer will help un- 
lock a door, why would He not 
help me with my stove, to get 
my husband a decent -breakfast?”’ 

So she prayed that God would 
help her about the stove, and she 
said: 

“T do not pretend to know what 
the reason was for the change. 
The only difference that I know 
about was that I had prayed.” 

Whatever may have been. the 
explanation, the stove drew per- 
fectly from the beginning and her 
husband had a hot breakfast and 
a clean house to remember as 
he went away to the train. 


These Things Happened for 
Examples 


I suppose that in our Christian 
lives, from beginning to end, there 
is nothing more commonplace 
than the force of example. God 
helps a person to do a thing and 
somebody else, learning of this 
assistance, asks for and receives 
the same. This is true everywhere 
and is one reason, no doubt, why 
God answers our prayers, in order 
that we may assist other people 
by telling them of the answers 
Which we have received, and en- 
couraging them to ask and receive 
that their joy also may be full. 


Another great fact in prayer life 
is that when we have ourselves 
prayed and have received the 
joy of the Lord in our lives as a 
result, we are in a condition to be 


helpful to other péople by our own 


activities. One of the reasons why 
we do not help others more is 
because we do not care to. Of 
course this is failure. I ‘shall not 
do any more good than I wish 
to. But other reasons why we 
oftentimes fail in helping our fel- 
lows aré that we do not know 
how or we have not the power. 
This knowledge and this power 
are gained by prayer, and if we 
thus pray, God answers our pray- 
ers that we may be helpful to 


our fellows. I think most of our 


readers will have at some time 


Because... 


heard the little gospel song, 
“Make Me a Channel of Blessing 
Today.” The sentiment is perfectly 
Christian and the fact is an ex- 
planation of the great usefulness 
of certain persons, for God wishes 
to make us blessings and if we 
ask for knowledge as to method, 
or for power to carry out a pro- 
posed form, He is certain to help 
us. 

I remember to have been riding 
into Boston one morning. I sat 
in the coach praying as we were 
running into the station and my 
prayer -was that the Lord would 
enable me to be of service to some 
of His children that day. When I 
stepped on the platform I saw im- 
mediately before me a little Italian 
woman. She had a baby in her 
arms, a child perhaps three years 
of age hanging on to her skirts, 
a satchel in the free hand, and a 
large bundle of clothes lying on 
the platform. She looked very 
helpless and instantly the Spirit 
said to me, “Here they are.” 


So I took the bundle of clothes |. 


and the grip. She looked at me 
closely for a moment, but evi- 
dently made up her mind that 
I did not intend to do any harm, 
and I said to her in very good 
English, of which she, I suppose, 
did not understand a single word, 
though she could perfectly under- 
stand my look and act, “Come on, 
let us go down.” So we went the 
length of that platform™in the 
South Station, to the concourse, 
where I found directly the in- 
terpreter who took care of the 
Italians. He took her baggage, 
spoke to her in her native tongue 
and put her in :the way where 
she wished to go. It. Was a very 
little thing to do, but it was an 
answer to prayer and it helped 
me to be helpful. 

I do not know where I read it, 
but not long ago, someone, per- 
haps Dr. Torrey himself, spoke of 
his method of making journeys. 
The report was that when Dr. 
Torrey went 
coach, he put his baggage on the 
rack or on the.floor of the coach, 
sat down in the seat next the 
window and then prayed _ that 
God would bring to his seat the 
person whom he could help. How 
simple’ it is and yet how many 
times it would please God to do 
that very thing, to bring-the soul 
desiring service into living touch 
with the soul needing service. 


A Homeless Woman 


I remember very well meeting 
an unfortunate lady at one time 
who reported that she had been 
robbed of practically all her 
money, that she had been ordered 
out of her boardinghouse, and that 
she did not know which way to 
turn or what to do. I was on my 
way to the city at the time, having 
a meeting there, and I was as 
perplexed as she. When we got 
on to the train, I looked through 
the train to find a seat for her, 
and finally, in the far back of 
the coach, found a single empty 
seat, no other empty seat being 
near it. I then went forward 
through the car, looking for a 
place for myself. I finally found 
two seats facing one another, in 
which there was an old lady and 
two children. 

I sat down in the vacant seat, 
facing the old lady. I did not 
know her, but after a moment 
she said to me: 

“T think you are 
Blanchard.” 

I said, “Yes, my name is Blan- 
chard. May I know to whom I am 
speaking?” 

She gave me her name and said 
to me: 

“T have been in city mission 
work in Chicago for many years | 
and I have frequently heard you 
preach in the Moody Church.” 

I said to her, “If you were -to 
meet a lady tonight who had no 
money, who had been ordered out 
of her boardinghouse because she 
was already in arrears and could 
not pay, is there any place in

So I went back to the place 
where this lady was sitting and 
brought her forward and put her 
down in the seat where I had 
been, introducing her to this city 
missionary lady. The latter was 
some distance from home and had 
quite a journey to make to the 
north of the city, but she post- 
poned her departure and went with 
this needy sister to the south 
side and housed her safely. 


I did not hear the result of 
the transaction for several years 
but, meeting the missionary after 
perhaps two or three years, she 
mentioned the occurence and said 
she was glad to say that that lady 
was kept safely in this home until 
her skies lightened. and she was 
able to accomplish the thing that 
she desired. God helps us that we 
may help others. There is no 
doubt about it. 


I fear because I mention at 
times little things that God has 
permitted me to do for others, 
that I shall create the impression 
that I have always been faithful 
and successful in such matters. 
This is not at all true. My failures 
have been far more than my suc- 
cessful services, but I do not see 
that it would glorify God for me 
to speak of the times when by 
forgetfulness, by inattention, by 
self-neglect, I have failed to ac- 
complish what God has put within 
my power. If I thought it would be 
of any help to anybody, I would 
cheerfully speak of these events, 
but because I am trying to en- 
courage people to pray for their 
own comfort, for-the help of other 
people, I mention the instances 
in my own life and in the lives 
of others which I think will put 
them about the work they ought 
to do. 


The Infinite Resources 


I do not know just how to say 
what I desire, but what I am 
thinking of is the fact that, among 
all the millions of people who live 
in this world, so few are care- 
free, so many are burdened, that 
God has in His heart not some 
of these people but every one of 
them, and that He has at His 
command in the way of physical 
well-being, spiritual help, material 
resources, all and more than all 
that they require; yet there are 
these tens of millions, hundreds 
of millions, many of them in 
Christian lands, who do not know 


how to go to Him for the things : 


to the people of God through 
The Christian Endeavor World, 
but which I am permitted to men- 
tion here for the encouragement 
of God’s people. I am sure that 
the facts are as stated, for I 
knew the people well.

A Student’s Faith Tested 


The first is a narrative which 
was given to me by a minister 
who has developed large powers 
as a Christian teacher, and relates 
to the time when he was in pre- 
paration for his present work. 


He was studying in a _ school 
where meals were served only for 
cash, and where payments were 
made not by the week, nor for 
longer periods, but by the meal. 
One night he was in a mission, 
and among the friends present 
was a poor woman with a little 
child. He had at the time only 
seventy-five cents, but felt strong- 
ly moved by the suffering of the 
woman and the child, so that in 


jthe end he gave them all that 


he had, walking home through 
the streets with an empty pocket 
but a glad heart. 


He thought, inasmuch as he had 
given his money, all that he had, 
to one of God’s suffering ones, 
God would in some way provide 
him with a breakfast the next 
morning, The morning came, and 
the breakfast for ethers; but there 
was nothing for him. He was a 
young, strong man with a good 
appetite arising from plenty of 
hard work. He said, “This is all 
right; no doubt something will 
come by dinnertime.” He thought 
that he should find the money 
on the sidewalk, or that some 
friend would hand it to him, or 
that he would get some payment 
for work, or that in some way God 
would provide him with a dinner. 
But-He did not,-and. there ‘was no 
dinner for him. It . So at sup- 
pertime and so the next morning. 

By this time he was ravenously 
hungry. It was suggested to his 
mind that there were, scores of 
fellows around who would lend 
him what he needed for the pre- 
sent and that he could repay them. 
But he said: : 

“No, I will not borrow money. 
I expect to be a preacher, and to 
tell people that, if they do right, 


God will take care of them. I will 
see this thing through; and, if God 
does not take care of me, I will 
never preach to other people that 
God will take care of them.” 

There was no dinner that day, 
nor supper, nor breakfast the next 
morning; and still he believed in 
God, and waited His time. Toward

For .weeks the 
inceme. of the family amounted to 
net more than fifty cents per 
week, These saints first paid their 
tithe, and then lived on the re- 
mainder, absolutely refusing to go 
inte debt even for a loaf of bread.

“There were many days when 
for myself and for each one of 
the children I put down one half a 
piece of ‘bread, gave thanks to 
God, and knew that He would de- 
liver us in due time.” 

One morning she did not have 
the half piece of bread in the 
household. There was absolutely 


nothing except a little flour, and 


she had nothing with which to 
cook that except water. In this 
extremity she went to her room, 
and Jaid the matter before God. 
She said to Him: 

“You know we are Your child- 
ren, seeking to do Your will; that 
we have not robbed You in tithes

She thanked her, went into the 
next room, where her father-in- 
law and mother-in-law lived, and 
said: 

“See what God has sent us. I 
have flour; now, if you will let 
me have a little lard and baking 
soda, we can have some hot bis- 
cuits.” 

She was about preparing them, 
when another neighbor came in, 
also ignorant of the situation, and 
said to her, 

“T have just received a box from 
my home on the farm; and there 
are more things in it than we 
know how to use, and I have 
liberty of bringing 
some over to you.” 

She proceeded to lay down on 
the table a quantity of sweet 
potatoes, a supply.of bacon and 
ham, and other provisions of like 
sort, until the table was almost 
covered. 

Pretty soon a third ‘neighbor, 
whose husband kept a small groc- 
ery store near by, came in, and 
said to ‘her: 

“I do not want you to be of- 
fended, but I have here about 
six pounds of butter, which is a 
little too old for table use, but 
which is good for cooking; ande-I 
should be glad to leave it with 
you, if you can use it. Then, too, 
I have a gallon of honey’ drips. 
My children like honey drips, and 
I think yours will like them, too. 
I also have a little canned fruit, 
which has been standing on our 
shelves, and which ought to be 
used up.

the first week of our campaign. 
Many boys and girls of high school 
age, ‘kids’ in the junior. and. senior 
classes, fought the battle of their 
young lives on the field of deci- 
sion. They had to face the prob- 
lem,) as young Christians, “Is it 
right for me to go to the prom? 
Is it Wrong to dance? Shall I hurt 
my influence for God-if I attend?”’ 
In their hearts they really wanted 
to go to the prom. They didn't 
want to be called “deadheads”’ 
by their classmates. They want to 
be popular, just like any other 
young person. 


Many of the Christian ‘kids’ 
won the victory in their lives and 
refused to go. Others, many of 
them active in the churches here, 
lost the victory and went te the 
prom. Which group was right? 
Did the Christians who did not go 
to the prom carry their religion 
too far? Are they fanatics? Their 
friends think they are. Did that 
crowd of teenagers who went to 
the dance, those Christian young 
people in the junior and senior 
classes, make the right decision? 
Is it better not to carry this “liv- 
ing for..Jesus’ too far, so far 
that you can’t even indulge in an 
‘Innocent school dance,’ super- 
vised by the mature teachers of 
the school? 


Christian young people face a 
real problem today! They are 
living in a faster world than their 
parents ever lived in. Many of 
them have no spiritual encourage- 
ment. from their parents. Some 
good Christian young people are 
actually ridiculed by their parents 
at home because they want to live 
for God. 


‘Kids’ are able to make more 
money than ever before, money 
that enables them to go places and 
do things. Cars are available to 
them, cars that take them away 
from their home town, 
where they can do what they want 
to do without getting caught. 
Dancing classes are supervised in 
the schools. Our boys and girls 
are laughed at if they refuse to 
take the dancing instructions. 
Many are embarrassed by the 
teacher because of their stand. 
This problem confronts them be- 
fore they get out of junior high 
school. A low grade of moving 
picture has taught them the art 
of making love ‘Hollywood style.” 
Few of them have evér been chal- 
lenged by a prophet of God, stand- 
ing in his pulpit and fearlessly 
setting the standards of Christian 
conduct as high as God sets them 
in His Word. Many of our youth 
have never heard their preacher 
condemn sin. They don’t know 
what the standards of God are. 
With all these things working 
against them, our young people 
face a difficult problem, the prob- 
lem of what may we do? I am so 
sympathetic with them I can no 
longer be harsh, and hasty, and 
dogmatic in my preaching against 
things we call worldly. I have 
made no compromises in my con- 
victions, nor have I made any 
in my preaching, but I am becom- 
ing more patient, more under- 
standing, more loving in my deal- 
ing with youth. Thank God, how- 
ever, there are thousands of young 
people alive today who are fed 


}up with the cheap pleasures of this 


world. 


I saw over 500 young people, of 
high school and junior high school 
age, just two weeks ago, in Dyers- 
burg, Tennessee, come forward in 
the high school gymnasium and 
surrender their lives for full-time 
service. This is a familiar sight 
all over the nation. Pastors and 
evangelists have found young 
people ready to accept the chal- 
lenge to live a separated life. 


The Preachers Have a Re- 
sponsibility to the Youth 
of Our Nation 

Every preacher should live a 


spotless life. A preacher should 


be the holiest man in the com- 
munity. What he does is consid- 
ered right. How disgusting it is 


‘to see a man dressed in his clerical 


garb puffing on a cigarette, or 
caressing a glass of beer ina 
restaurant or train lounge. A 
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' “But, 


| preacher who lives a worldly life 
and allows questionable ‘practices 


to -become habits in ‘his own ‘life 


will do more destruction to the 
work of God than all the dance 
halls in town. 


If one is a preacher, he owes 
it to his God and to his people, 
who look to him for the highest 
Christian standards, to abstain 
from every fleshly lust that wars 
against the soul. If he doesn't 
maintain these standards, he 
should stop playing the frole of 
a religious hypocrite and get out 
of the ministry. 


The Parents Have a 
. Responsibility 

How in this world can our youth 
live for God when they recéive 
no encouragement. at home? 
Everyone recognizes that juvenile 
delinquency is a direct result of 
parental delinquency. Our §par- 
ents have failed to surround our 
children with a godly atmosphere 
in the home. Our children won't 
go to the Devil if they are sur- 
rounded with a family altar of 
prayer. They won't go astray if 
they are taught the Word of God 
in the home. They won't dip the 
banner if our parents take them 
to. Sunday School and church. 


If we want our children to live 
for God, then let us provide ag- 
gressive spiritual leadership for 
them in our homes. God forbid 
that our children should have more 
love for God, and the things of 
God, than their parents have. 


The Church Leaders Have a 
Responsibility to Our 
Young People 


Don’t preach the ‘‘don’ts” if you 
do not intend to provide some- 
thing wholesome for your young 
people to do. Every time I preach 
against the things we know hurt 
a Christian's testimony, some high 
school ‘kids’ Come to me and ask, 
Brother Eddie, you have 
taken everything we do for plea- 
sure away from us. What may we 
do?” There is plenty -to do! It is 
up to the leaders in the church, 
from the pastor right down to 
the Sunday School teachers, to 
provide a wholesome program of 
Bible study and recreation that is 
so appealing the youth of our 
churches won’t want to turn to the 
worldly things for their fun. We 
can do it if we work at it. And 
we must work at it consistently 
every week in the year. 


The Christian Youths Them- - 
selves Have a Responsibility 


If a young person will read, 
study, hear and memorize the 
Word of God daily, he will grow 
in grace and in the knowledge 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. If he 
will maintain a daily prayer life, if 
he will go to church every time 
the doors open, attend prayer 
meeting, Sunday School and all the 
church services, he will soon grow 
so strong in the inner man that 


+he won't yield to temptation. He 


will soon lose his appetite for sin. 
He will grow so strong in his 


faith that soon he will be asked 


to take a responsible position of 
service in the church. When this 
time comes in his life, he will be 
so busy with God’s work that he 
won't have time for playing with 
the Devil’s toys.” 


I Want to Suggest My Formu- 
la for Determining “What’s 
Wrong With the...?” 


I want to suggest several ways 
by which a Christian can make 
up his own mind as to what is 
right and what is wrong for a 
Christian to do. Apply these tests 
and you can’t fail to get the 
answer, 


I. The First Consideration: 
Is It of the World? 


Let it be understood, right from 
the start, that we get our march- 
ing orders as.a Christian from the 
Word of God. God’s will is revealed 
to us in the Bible. 


The majority are not always 
right. Never. forget that! Too 
many times backslidden:Christians 
try to find comfort and escape 
from their guilt by telling them-

cards.” Maybe they do. It’s hard 
to find a group of separated 
people today. But, that doesn't — 
make it right. Don’t you know 
that the majority of men and 
women are going to die and go 
to Hell? The Bible says so. 


“Enter ye in at the strait gate: 
for wide is the gate, and broad is 
the way, that leadeth to. destruc- 
tion, and gnany there be which go 
in thereat: Because strait is the 
gate, and narrow is the way, which 
leadeth unto life, and few there 
be that find 4t.”—Matt. 713, 14. 


We don’t get our standards for 
Christian living from the crowd. 
We get them from God. God’s will 
for our lives is outlined in the 
Word. If we Want to know what 
God wants us to do in this matter 
of separation from the world, let 
us read it for ourselves. What 
does God’s Word have to say about 
this question of what may I do 
as a Christian and what can’t I 
do? 

Here it is. Read it for yourself. 

“Love not the world, neither 
the things that are in the world. 
If any man love the world, the 
love of the Father is not in him. 
For all that is in the world, the 
lust of the flesh,-and the lust of 
the eyes, and the pride. of life, 7s 
not of the Father, but is of the 
world. And the world passeth 
away, and the lust. thereof: but 
he that doeth the will of God 
abideth for ever.”—-I John 2:15-17. 


God says, “Love not the world, 
neither the things that are in-the 
world.” Here is a contradiction in 
the Bible. John 3:16 says, ‘“‘God 
so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 
This is no contradiction, friend. 
God commands us to go forth and 
win the world for Christ: We are 
to love the sinners of this world, 
but we are not to love their sins. 
We are to live in the world, but 
the world is not to live in us. 


To whom is this command 
written? We see by verse 1 of 
chapter 2, that it is written to 
“my little children.” Who are the 
children of God? How do you be- 
come a child of God? You be- 
come a child of God through the 
experience of the “new birth.” If 
you have been “born again,” you 
are commanded by God to “love 
not the world, neither the things 
that are in the world.” That’s plain 
enough. You don’t have to be a 


college graduate to understand 
that. 


Give that questionable amuse- 
ment, or the social connection, 
or the business tie the “worldly” 
test. Ask yourself, “Is this thing 
of the world? Is the Devil’s crowd 
promoting it? Is it attended by 
the people who are Christ re- 
jectors and Christ despisers? Do 
the profits go to the advancement 
of iniquity? Are the actors in the 
thing godless people?” If your 
answer is yes, then God says, > 
“Love not the world.” 


Take the movies as an example. 
The movies bother some of you 
Christians. You spend far more 
time in the movies than you spend 
in the prayer meeting. But, let me 
set this straight before I.continue. 
There is nothing wrong with the 
moving picture machine. The pro- 
jector is the greatest invention of 
this generation for imparting 
it is what is 
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mental to our Christian character. 
J. Edgar Hoover, head of the F. 
B. 1, has said many times that 
the moving pictures of our day are 
doing more to advance crime and 
juvenile delinquency in our nation 
than any other single factor. It’s 
The majority of pictures 
shown today are filled with sex, 
with murder and crime, with 
glorified drunkards, and themes 
that will blight and~—blast your 
purity of mind and heart. Put the 
movies to the-test! Are they of 
the world? Are the actors and 
actresses the God loving, Sunday 
School- building, church going 
people of our day? Are they the 
people who are inspiring our na- 
tion to love God? You know the 
honest answer to that question. 
Hollywood has done more to 
destroy the morals of America 
than any other single group of 
people. They are responsible for 
inspiring the “free love” philos- 
ophy that abounds in our nation 


today. They are responsible for 


the increase in our’ shameful 
divorce rate. The average picture 
is not fit for a Christian to look 
at. No Christian can see a demor- 
alizing picture and expect to keep 


-a clean mind. 


Are the movies of the world? 
If they are, God says, “Love not 
the world, neither the things that 
are in the world.” Give everything 
that is questionable in your mind 
this same test. Is it of the world? 
If it is, and you want to do God’s 
will, love it not. Love the souls-of 


- the men of this world, for Jesus’ 


sake, but hate their sins. 

Read some more commands 
from the Word of God. Do you 
want to do God’s will? Here it is! 

“Be ye not wnequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or. what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel? 
And what agreement hath the 
temple. of God with idols? for ye 


are the temple of the living God; 


as God hath said; I will dwell. in 
them, and walk in them; and I 
will be their God, and they shail 
be my people. Wherefore come 
out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and 


touch not the unclean thing; and 


dan. Adultery! All of us recognize 
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I will receive you, And will be a 
Father unto you, and ye shall be 
my sons and daughters, saith the 
Lord Almighty.” —II Cor. 6:14-18. 

God forbids us to yoke  our- 
Selves together with unbelievers. 
We are to separate ourselves from 
the sins of the world, and sepa- 
rate ourselves unto the reading of 
the Word, unto prayer, unto ag- 
gressive Christian service. . 

And, again, read the Word of 
God: 

“Ye adulterers and adulteress- 
es, know ye not that the friend- 
Ship of the world is enmity with 
God? whosoever therefore will be 
a friend of the world is the ene- 
my of God. Do you think that 
the scripture saith in vain, The 
spirit that dwelleth in us lusteth 
to envy?”—Jas, 4:4,5. 


That’s strong language, Christ- 


this sin as abominable in the 
Sight of God. God’s Word speaks 
of spiritual adultery. You are 
Guilty of spiritual adultery if you 
cheat gn Jesus Christ by showing 
a friendship for the-~world. 


- God’s will is revealed to every 
Christian in the Bible. His will for 
my life is “Love not the world.” 
If you want to be an obedient 
Christian, obey this command.

Your body is the home of the 
Third Person of the Godhead. The 
Holy Spirit lives in your body. 
God is present, at all times, in 
your heart. This is a tremen- 
dous fact. It means that you and 
I cannot go anywhere without 
taking the indwelling Holy Spirit 
with us, 

I often see dogs waiting for 
their little masters to get out of 
school. They sit so patiently on 
the steps leading to the class- 
rooms. Many days they sit there 
by the hour. And when _ their 
“buddy” gets out of school, their 
tails wag with excitement, and 
they jump all over their master 


as they go running down the 
street together. 


We Christians can’t leave the 
Holy Spirit outside while we go 
to the dance, or the movies, or 
to the social affair where the 
drinks will be flowing freely. We 
take Him with us. He is forced 
to go to places where He is com- 
pletely out of place. And when we 
take the Holy Spirit with us to 
places where impurity abounds, 
the Spirit of God living in our 
bodies is grieved. He is uncomfort- 
able. And you will be uncomfort- 
able if you are really saved. With 
this tremendous truth constant- 
ly before us, it’s not hard to get 
the answer to the question, “Do 


you think it’s wrong to.. .?” 


Is it wrong for a girl to let 
a boy neck with her? It’s not hard 
to get the right answer to that 
question when you: know’ your 
body is the temple of the Holy 
Spirit. Is it wrong for a Christian 
to smoke? The use of tobacco 
makes... your: breath” smell” foul, 
makes your clothing smell like a 
“Camel,” stains your teeth and 
your fingers, and makes a smoke- 
stack out of your nose. 


Is it difficult for you to get the 
answer to the question when you 
know your body is the temple of 
the Holy Spirit? Is it wrong to 
dance? You answer .the question 
for yourself. Can you dance with 
a girl, hold her close in an em- 
brace and dance to the rhythm of 
a hot orchestra and not have the 
sexual appetites of your body 
stimulated. Fellow, girl, you know 
down deep in your heart you 
can’t. Well, how in the world are 
you going to keep your body clean, 
and stay pure, if you subject 
yourself to temptation? 

A precious Christian girl had a 
date with a boy she did not know 
too well, but a boy who was sup- 
posed to be a Christian. They were 
double dating. The boy driving 
the car stopped in front of a 
place where they sold beer and 
where the youth of the county 
went to dance to the tunes of 
the juke box. It was a place with 
a reputation for allowing loose 
moral conduct. The driver of the 
car said, 

“Let’s go in and have a beer, 
and dance for an hour or so.” 

His buddy said, ‘Sure, let’s go.” 

The Christian girl was on the 
spot. As quick as a flash, without 
any hesitancy, she said, 

“T can’t go in there. I have a 
friend with. me who would feel 
most uncomfortable in that .at- 
mosphere.” 

Her boy friend spoke up and 
said, “What do you mean? I 
would enjoy going in there very 
much.” 

His companion replied, “I’m not 
‘talking about you, Bob. I know 
you would enjoy this place, but 
I am referring to my Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. He lives in 
my heart. My body is the temple 
of the Holy Spirit. I can’t take 
my Lord in there. You will have 
to excuse me. I'll wait here in 
the car for you.” 

Praise God for this kind of 
courage. 

Don’t take the Holy Spirit any- 
where where He will not be com- 
fortable. If you know God will 
not feel at home in that place, 
then don’t go. Your body is the 
temple of the Holy Spirit. God 
lives in your heart. If you will 
keep this in mind at all times, 
it will enable you to make your 
decisions in the matter of what’s 
wrong and what’s right for a 
Christian to do. / 

‘My body, with the help of God, 
is going to be kept clean for the 


“= 


Holy Spirit to live in. The un- 
saved world is going to see Christ 
living in me. 

III. The third consideration in 
getting the answer to “What’s 
Wrong With the. . .?” is: 


Will It Hurt My Testimony? Will 
It Weaken My Influence 
For God? 


The Bible says, “Ye are the 
light of the world. Let your light 
SO shine before men, that they 
may see your good works, and 
glorify your Father which is in 
heaven.” (Matt. 6:14-16.). 


The fruit of a Christian is an- 
other Christian. Every Christian 
is left in this world to influence 
someone else to become a Christ- 
ian. If you know the Lord as your 
personal Saviour, you should be 
living to testify, to witness, and 
to win as many lost people -to 
Christ as you possibly can. If 
you are not living to win [ost 
souls to Christ, you may as well 
die and go to Heaven for all the 
good you are doing God’s cause 
here on earth. The main busi- 
ness Of every Christian, young or 
old, is to win souls to Jesus 
Christ. This is the will of. God. 
Every Christian should be a soul 
winner. 


Most Christians, I’ll go so far 
as to say the great majority of 
Christians, can’t win souls — to 
Christ. Do you know why? It is: 
not because they do not know it 
is their God-given responsibility; 
it is not because they can’t nor 
because they don’t know enough 
of the Bible to point a man to 
Christ; but it is because they 
are so worldly, so backslidden and 
so filled with worldly entangle- 
ments that they have completely 
lost their influence for God. 


You can’t win souls to Christ 
if you don’t have a clean, ag- 
gressive Christian life to back up 
your witness. Sinners will have no 
respect for a backslidden, world- 
ly man who claims to be a Christ- 


tian and who himself looks 
like the world, talks like 
the world, dresses like — the 
world, smells like: the world 


and frequents the same haunts 
worldly people visit to find enter- 
tainment for their empty hearts. 


Can you talk to your children 
about -Christ? Can you explain 
the way of. salvation to them? 
Will they listen to you as you 
speak of sin, and righteousness, 
and judgment to come? You 
can’t? T’ll tell you parents why 
many of you can’t talk to your 
children about Jesus and their 
need of Him. You are so filled 
with the world that your children 
would laugh in your face, and 
point their fingers at your Sins, 
if you tried to lead them to God. 


Why is it so hard to get a 
sinner to come to church? [ll 
tell you why. The unsaved sin- 
ners are standing on the outside 
of our churches and saying, “I’m as 
good as that bunch of hypocrites. 
They claim to be Christians, and 
most of them live like the Devil 
during the week.” The sinner is 
right. Too many Christian people 
live a double life. They are try- 
ing to hold onto the world, and 
serve Christ at the same time. It 
can’t be done. If men serve mam- 
mon, they will lose their testi- 
mony and influence for God. And 
when a Christian person loses 
his testimony and influence for 
God, he might as well die and get 
out of the way. He will be nothing 
but a stumbling block and a 
hindrance to the cause of Christ. 
We Christians can’t do everything 
the world does and maintain a 
testimony for God. Carnal Christ- 
tians can’t win souls to Jesus. 

Lot, the Bible character who 
moved into wicked. Sodom _ and 
Gomorrah, learned this truth. He 
separated himself from his Godly 
uncle, Abraham. He pitched his 
tents toward Sodom. But soon he 
moved into the city and_ the 
wickedness of the city soon mov- 
ed into him. Then came the day 
when God pronounced judgment. 
God sent two angels to Lot to 
warn him that fire and brimstone 
would be rained down upon the 
city. They told him to flee for his 
life. When Lot invited the angels 
to abide in the shelter of his roof, 
they said, 

“Nay; but we will abide in the 
street all night.” 

The angels didn’t want to be 
identified with a man who had 
betrayed his Lord. When the men 
of the city tried to break down

I would rather have a strong 
testimony for God, and enjoy the 
thrill of winning souls to Christ, 
than to enjoy all the pleasures 
this world has to offer. The win- 
ning of souls is eternally reward- 
ing. The pleasures of sin are but 
for a passing, fleeting season. 


Ask yourself the question, 
“Will this practice, will this plea- 
sure, will this affiliation, will this 
habit, will this place hurt my in- 
fluence for God?” If it will, in 
God’s name, for the sake of 
Jesus Christ and lost souls who 
need your witness, give it up. 
Your testimony is the most valu- 
able thing you have. When you 
lose it, friend, you are finished, 
as far as God’s work is concerned. 


There you have the answer to 
the question so many ask, “What's 
wrong with the... ?” You can 
determine for yourself if you will 
consider three things. First, what 
does God say about the’ world? 
He says, “Love it not.” Second, 
consider your body. It is the temp- 
le of the Holy Spirit. Don’t do 
anything that will dirty your 
body. Don’t take Jesus where He 
will not feel at home. And third, 
remember the value of your testi- 
mony.

Don’t go anywhere, or do any- 
thing that will hinder you from 
winning your lost friends to Jesus 
Christ. If you lose your influence 
with lost men because of your

In closing, let me say this. We 
Christians do not need the plea- 
sures of this world to be happy. 
Those of us who have been dug 
from the pit by the grace of God, 
and who have enjoyed the thrills 
of a Spirit-filled life, do not want 
to return to the husks of the 
Devil’s pigpens. We can find our 
enjoyment in studying God’s Word 
and becoming experts in the art 
of serving the Lord through our 
churches. We can find our desire 
for popularity and fellowship by 
making our friendships with godly 
people who believe as we be- 
lieve and centering our social 
life around our blessed church 
family. We can find our supreme 
delight in living for others. The 
doors are opened wide. The 
Christian is ushered into the hap- 
piest and most satisfying life when 
he surrenders to the complete will 
of God. ! 

God help us all to be Spirit- 
filled Christians! Let us forsake 
all appearance of carnality. Let 
us keep our bodies clean.

And now His jealous and 
envious and slanderous enemies 
get together; they take counsel 
as to how they are going to cruci- 
fy. Him, how they are going to put 
an end to that ministry. 

Their jealousy knows no bounds. 
Now ‘they have Him before the 
trial at night. 


They that had laid hold on 
Jesus led Him away to the high 
priest where the scribes and the 
elders were assembled, but Peter 
followed Him into the high priest's 
palace, went in and sat with them. 
Now the servants and the chief 
priests and the elders and all the 
common folks sought false wit- 
nesses against Jesus to put Him 
to death, but though many false 
witnesses came, yet found they 
none. 


At last came two false witness- 
es and said, “This fellow said, 


' I am able to restore the Temple 


of God and to do this in three 
days.’ 

Now I want you to get the 
picture: At the trial of Jesus, 
Jesusis brought before the San- 
hedrin, the seven ruling men in 
Israel, that night at midnight; the 
high priest is sitting in the judge’s 
chair, false witnesses are brought 
against Jesus. In other words, 
the-thing that caused Jesus to be 
convicted that night was a false 
witness,..a lying, deceitful wit- 
ness; and the Bible says, “Thou 
shalt not bear false witness.” 

I seriously doubt that there is 
a sin in the Bible that the Bible 
condemns more than the sin of 
deceit and lying. I seriously doubt 
that ‘there is a sin in «the Bible 
that.Jesus more scathingly de- 
nounced than He did the sin of 
lying and deceit. 

Andvyet lying is one of the most 
‘prevalent sins today of the Chris- 
tian and the non-Christian. I re- 
gret ‘to say that deceit and lying 
are tobe found within the church 
and among professing Christians. 

“The Bible has something to say. 

t it, and I want you to get

ist Jesus; they slandered Him; 
‘they railed against Him. Now the 
Bible teaches that God is truth 
—He is truth. Diffieult for that 
‘to sink in? Absolute -truth. 


Two Forces *at Work: 
Good and Evil 
No deceit, no impurity, no ly- 
ing, mo ‘malice with God. God is 
absolute, pure, holy, truth. ‘The 
Devil, ‘the Bible -says, is -a liar. 
There are two forces at work— 
I'll preach on that one night— 
there’s the force of good; there’s 


the force of evil. All that is-good 


comes from God, the Bible - says. 
All that is evil comes from the 
Devil. There are two forces: the 
Devil is the author of one; God 
is ‘the Author of ‘the other. And 
we see it in every movie; we see 
it in every play, the good and 
evil, the hero and the *villain im 
every phase of life. The Bible 
teaches that there is good and 
there is evil. 

Now the Devil is a lhar—the 
Devil is a liar from the beginning, 
says Jesus—and he is the father 
of liars. The Devil is the number 
one liar and when the Devil is 
in atiy man, he makes him lie. 

Now the Bible says that God 
is truth; the Devil is. a liar, and 
when God says, ‘Adam and Eve, 
if ._you eat of the fruit of this 
particular tree you will die,’ the 
Devil said God lied, and Adam 
and ‘Eve had to choose between 
God and the Devil. 

Now God said, ‘You can have 
all ‘the fruit in the Garden ex- 
cept one tree, this one tree.’ 

God didn’t create us a piece of 
‘machinery to obey Him when He 
spushed a button, or as puppets 
‘to @bey Him when He pulled a 
strimg. What kind of business 
would that be? God created us 
“because God loved us so much 
‘that He had to have an object 
‘to love and God created us as free 
agents. 

We have the ability to choose |* 
“between right and wrong. God 
“wanted us to -love Him in re- 
‘turn, ‘because we wanted to love 
‘God, not because He made us love

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+sin. The Bible says you are a 


soul. You have memory. That's 


‘ment and the Bible says God hates 


Him. ‘He's not going to push a 
button and say, “Billy Graham, 
love me.” He’s not going to make 
me love Him; He is not going to 
make me follow Him; He is not 
going to decide for me. Why? Be- 
cause He created me with a free 
will. I am going to decide for my- 
self whether I want to follow God 
or not. 


The alternative to following 
God is to follow the Devil, to go 
the Devil’s way, to go your way, 
the self way, your own way. The 
basic root of all sin is selfishness. 
‘T will, I will, I will,” said the 
Devil. “I will be like Ged.” The 
Devil in the beginning sinned 
against God. Every man that’s 
ever sinned against God started 
out by saying, “I am going to have 
my will as against God’s will.” 

The Devil came up to Adam and 

ve when they were standing be- 
ore the tree, and Adam and Eve 
said to themselves, ‘Now God said 
in the day that I eat of that tree 
I will die.’ The Devil »whispered 
and ‘said, ‘You are not going to 
die; you are all right. Now God 
knows if you eat of that tree, you 
will become as God.’ 


Adam and Eve, our first par- 
ents, believed the -Devil’s lie 
rather than the statement. of Al- 
mighty God, and all the troubles 
in the world tonight stem from 
a lie. All the evils, all the wars, 
all the wickedness, all the death, 
all the sickness, all the -sorrow, 
all the troubles stem from the 
fact that our first parents be- 
lieved a lie. 


They believed the Devil’s lie, 
and the Bible says that every man 
and every woman that has been 
born. since that day has been in- 
fected with this moral disease of 


body with eyes and ears and nose 
and feet. Your body dies. 

But you are more than a body. 
You are a soul,.a living soul. You 
are going to live forever and ever 
and ever. You have a moral re- 
sponsibility. You have the voice of 
have intelligence. That’s your 
your soul. 

These are the characteristics of 
your soul: memory, intelligence, 
feeling, the real you. ‘And the 
Bible says that morally you have 
a stain; you have a moral di- 
sease, and that disease is going 
to kill you. You have a fatal dis- 
ease, sir.’“Oh, now Billy,” you 
say, “wait a minute.” Yes, you do. 
You may not have a fatal disease 
physically and materially, but 
spiritually your soul is infected 
with a fatal disease called sin, and 
that sin is going to send you to 
an eternal grave. 

Now the Bible says it all start- 
ed with a lie. And that’s the rea- 
son that God hates lying so much. 
God hates lying as much as He 
does drunkenness. He hates a lie 
as much as He hates a murder. He 
hates a lie as much as He does 
adultery. He hates a lie as much 
as He does robbery. He hates it; 
it’s an abomination to Him. God 
abhors a lie. 


I. Slander Is a Form of Lying 


from a lie, and tonight there are 
thousands of people listening to 
my voice that are guilty of -ly- 
ing and breaking this Command- 


it. Let’s see what the Bible says 
first. If you slander your neigh- 
bor, maybe a business associate, 
maybe.one of the kids you go to 
school with; it may, be the neigh- 
bor next door; it may be a rela- 
tive; it may be a member of your 
own family, but if you slander an- 
other person, you have broken the 
ninth Commandment.

The Bible indicates that it’s just 
as bad as if you -—pulled-out-a_re- 
volver and -shot him. God holds 
you “accountable for murder. The 
Psalmist said, ni . they laid 
things to my charge, things that 
I knew not.” 

John the Baptist was slandered 
when they said he had a devil. 
Christ was slandered when they 
said He was mad. Paul was slan- 
dered time after time when Paul 
said, ‘we are slanderously report- 
ed and some affirm: that we-say, 
let. us do evil that good may come.’ 

The Scripture calls slandering 
smiting with the tongue. Jere- 
miah 18:18 says, “Come .. .-and 
let us smite him with the tongue 
.’ “You may smite another 
person and never touch him 
physically. 

Now the doctor cannot heal the 
wounds of the tongue. ere is 
no doctor that you can to to- 
night that can heal the wounds 
of the tongue when the ‘poison 
of the’ tongue has escaped and 
gone into the bloodstream of .an- 
other person. There is no surgeon 
that can cut it out, and there is 
no doctor -that can give -an in- 
jection. There is nothing that can 
heal the wounds ‘made by .a 
tongue.

Oh, there are a lot of. people 
that spread rumors about me. 
I read in one Georgia newspaper 
that ¢very night before I stepped 
to the platform I had a make-up 
man come and make me up,.and 
that I go to the beauty parlor 
to get the waves of my hair set. 
I had the first manicure I ever 
had in my life’ the other day. 
The lady put polish on them, and 
they shine. I don’t know whether 
that’s the way you are supposed to 
have them or not, but that’s the 
way I have ’em. Never had one 
before. 


All sorts of things, rumors, and 
stories like that get out about 
people. Whisperings and slander- 
ings, people that pretend to be 
friends to your face, but are 


time. The Bible says it’s sin and 
you break the ninth Command- 
ment and God will hold you re- 
sponsible. 


II. False Witnessing Is Lying 


Secondly, we break this Com- 
mandment when we bear false 
witness. That’s lying, plain una- 
dulterated lying. . 


Now what is lying? You know 
what it is? Many of you don’t. 
Lying is any species of designed 
deception, says the dictionary. If 
the deception be ‘not designed, it 
is not: lying. But if you design 
to make an impression contrary 
to the naked truth, you lie. And 
tonight there are hundreds’of you 
that deceive ‘every day in your 
business, and in your social life, 
and you can deceive another per- 
son, not only by words, but by 
a look, by an action, by an im- 
pression on others for selfish rea- 
sons that are contrary to the 


-pure truth. 


The arching of an. eyebrow, the 
winking of an eye, anything that 
is meant to deceive another per- 
‘son is a lie in the-sight of God. 
But you ‘say, “ Billy, don’t you 
think .a white lie.is .all right?” 
It doesn’t matter what I think; 
it’s what God thinks. There is no 


}such thing. as a white lie in God’s 


book. It’s either the truth or it 
isn’t. Which is it?2, 

Now, it’s conceivable that you 
can tell a story, or that you can 
pass on an untruth not. knowing 
the difference, in good faith. 
That’s not a lie. A lie is when 
you premeditate, when you de- 
liberately decide to deceive an- 
other person in any shape, form; 
the Bible says that is a lie. We 
say, “It’s .good business. Billy, 
you've got to do a little of that 
these days, you’ve got to exag- 
gerate the truth a little bit or 
you'll starve.” Then starve. “Sup- 
pose I lose my job.” Then lose 
your job. 

A fellow came to me one night 
and said, “Mr. Graham, you know 
I want to become a. Christian: 
I want to give my life to God, 
but I am afraid that if I do I will 
lose my job. -I would have to. give 
up my job.” I said, “What’s your 
job?” He said, ‘I’m a bartender.” 
I said, “You are right, you surely 
will have to give it up.” 

This business of. being a Christ- 
jan we have played at long 
enough. We have dabbled at it. 
We thought that being a Christ- 
ian was.going to chureh on Sun- 
day; putting a little bit in the 
collection, putting out a little ex- 
tra at Christmastime when mak- 
ing out the income tax, giving a 
little extra there—you deduct it 
anyway. Uncle Sam makes a limit. 

Let me tell you something about 
this .business of giving. People 
will go and give to the church; 
they wull put. in $10, $20, or maybe 
during the year you will give 
$100. Uncle Sam. pays a third of 
é)| that anyway.

no variableness, neither shadow 
of turning -with God, and the 
same God that hated deception 
rand lying nineteen hundred years 
ago hates it tonight just as much. 
He is going to hold you account- 
able for it. 


Psalm 101:5, 7 says, “Whoso 
privily slandereth his neighbor, 
him will I cut off: him that hath 
an high look and a proudgheart 
will“mot I suffer ... He that 
worketh deceit shall mot dwell 
within my house: he that telleth 
hes shall not tarry in ‘my sight.’ 
God says if -you tell a lie, and 
if you work deceit, and if you 
| slander, God says, ‘I will.cut you 
off, you will not dwell 
-house’ and you ‘can’t tarry in His 
sight. I didn’t say that, God said 
it. I am ‘reading *it right out of 
the Bible. 


Proverbs 12:22 says, Laing lips 
are an abomination to the Lord. .” 
Proverbs 19:5 says, “A false wit- 
ness shall not be unpunished, and 
he that speaketh lies shall not 
escape.” God says you won't es- 
cape. Oh, for a while you may 
escape; for a while you may be 
able to go through with it, bluff 
your way through. But God says, 
;“In the end’ be sure your’sin will 
find you out.’ You will not es- 
cape. The Bible also says, “Bread 
of deceit is sweet to’a man; but 
afterwards his mouth shall be 
filled with gravel.” In other words, 
you tell a he, and at first it’s like 
honey. 


Oh, you have gotten by with 
jit; you got out of that trouble; 
you got out:of the spot with a 
lie, and God ‘says within a few 
minutes you begin to feel it in 
your conscience and it becomes 
like gravel in your. mouth and 
you would like to spit it out and 
you can’t. You have hurt your 


soul; you have injured your 
character. You have sinned 
against God. 


Then the Bible says in Reve- 
lation 21:8 .. . listen to this now, 
I didn’t say it, it’s in the Bible; 
Revelation 21:8 says, “. .. all 
liars”—anybody that deceives, “all 
liars, shall have their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the’ second 
death.” You say, “Billy, certainly 
God couldn’t mean that.” That’s 
what He says. In other words, 
what has been stained with de- 
ceit and lying shall be banished | 
from the presence of God. That’s 
what the Bible says.

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with their tongue.” Psalm 12:2,3, 
“They speak vanity every one 
with his neighbor: with flattering 
lips’ and with a double heart 
they speak. The Lord. shall 
off all flattering lips, and the 
tongue that speaketh proud 
things.” 

In other words, he has lips that 
are flattering, but the heart: does- 
nt mean it; it’s not sincere. 
Psalm 79:36, “Nevertheless they 
did flatter him with their mouth, 
and they lied unto him with their 
fongues.” Proverbs 20:19 says, 
. .medéle not with him that 
flattereth with his lips.” 


The Biblé says don’t fellow- 
ship with them, don’t have any- 
thing to do with them. A fellow 
like that is dangerous; he does- 
n’t mean it; he’s not sincere. Then 
the Scripture says in Proverbs 
26:28, “A lying tongue  hateth 
those that are afflicted by it; and 
a flattering mouth worketh ruin.” 


Ladies and gentlemen, when we 
praise another person we are to 
do it in sincerity, and if we don’t, 
the Bible calls it tying. You did- 
n't know yall that was in the 
Bible, did ‘you? God means every 
word of it. 


IV. Unjust Criticism Is Lying 

And then fourthly, criticism, un- 
just criticism of others, is a sin 
against the ninth Commandment. 
Jesus said, ‘Judge not that ye be 
not judged, for with the judg- 
ment you pronouce, you will be 
judged, and the measure you give 
will be the measure you get.’ 

Why do you see the speck in 
your brother’s eye, but do not 
notice the log that is in your 
own eye? Or how can you say 
to your brother, ‘Let me take the 
speck out of your eye,’ when 
there’s a log in your own eye? 
You hypocrite, first take the log 
out of your own eye, says Jesus, 
and then you will see clearly to 
take the speck out of your broth- 
er’s eye. , 


Haye you seen a lot of these 
people that go around; some of 
them are theological bloodhounds, 
They go around sniffing up anoth- 
er’s theological pedigree. Sniffing 
around. Trying always to correct 
the other man, trying always to 
pull a speck out of his brother’s 
eye, and Jesus says they have 
logs in their own eye. They have 
a little magnifying glass, and they 
come up to you and they say, 
“Brother, let me see now how you 
stand.” 


They look you over and they 
are always criticizing, always 
critical and cynical and criticiz- 
ing other people. They have just 
gotten into the habit of trying 
to straighten other people out, and 
Jesus said they have logs in their 
Own eyes, and He says to get 
the log out first and then go try 
to get the speck out of your 
brother’s eye. 


V. Remaining Silent When 
Others Are Accused 
Falsely Is Sin 


And then, fifthly, when we re- 
fuse to stand up for others and 
vindicate them when they are in- 
jJured by lying lips, that, too, is 
a sin against this Commandment. 
In other words, we should wit- 
ness for them and stand up in 
their defense when we know that 
they are being falsely accused and 
Slandered. If you know that. an- 
other man has been slandered, 
you know it’s false; and you don't 
stand up and correct it; the Bible 
Says you are just as guilty, -be- 
cause you knew the-truth and you 
wouldn’t’ say: the truth. A man 
May wrong another man as well 
by silence as by slarider when he 
knows him to be wrongfully ac- 
cused and yet does not speak on 
his behalf. 


VI. Hypocrisy Is Lying 
_ Sixth, living a lie or hypocrisy 
iS a sin against this Command- 
ment. There are many of you 
people here tonight who may not 
tell lies with your lips, but in 
other ways you are living a lie. 
¥ou’ve got your name on the 
church roll; you go to chureh 
once in a while; you are supposed

Georgia, several years ago, stay- 
ing in a lovely hotel, holding a 
city-wide evangelistic campaign. 

Now one of the great organiza- 
tions for the’state of South Caro- 
lina was having it’s annual meet- 
ing in this hotel. I never saw so 
much wickedness and drunkenness 
in my life. On this particular 
Sunday night Grady Wilson and 
his wife were rooming next door 
to my wife and me, Cliff Barrows 
and his wife—we were all there. 
We couldn’t sleep: Next door to 
us, at two o’clock in the morning, 
the party was late..I never heard 
such wild, loose singing, drunken- 
ness, and throwing whisky bottles 
up and down the hall. There was 
a big room and there must have 
been twenty-five or thirty people 
in it. 

I decided that this was all I 
could take. I got up, put on my 
bathrobe, and with Grady Wilson 
for support, I went over and 
knocked on the door and a man 
came to the door and I could see 
the people in there, though the 
room was blue with smoke, and 
they were all drinking. One fellow 
came staggering up to us and 
said, “What do you want?” 


I said, ‘“‘Can’t you fellows be 
quiet in there? We are trying to 
get some rest.” He said, ‘Why, 
come on in.” 


“No,” I said, “I am a minister 
of the Gospel of Christ.” 

He said, “Oh, you don’t say.” 

I said, “I’d like to get this crowd 
quiet so we can get some rest.” 

So, he turned around, and he 
clapped his hands, and he said, 
“Quiet, quiet everybody. Here’s 
a preacher who wants to preach 
to us.” 


Then I stood up and. preached 
alittle sermor. I. thought that 
was a congregation that needed 
working on about as much as any 
I’d ever seen. And I said, “To 
think of it, some of you people Here 
are church members, and if your 
pastor could see you here now, 
he’d be ashamed of you. I know 
God would be ashamed of you.” 


One lady spoke up. “That’s 
right, preacher,’ she said, “I’m 
ashamed of myself—I’m a Sunday 
School teacher.” I won't tell you 
some of the other church offi- 
cers that were in that crowd. 

Living.a lie! Do you think that 
that kirfd of person is going to 
get to Heaven? I'll let you an- 
swer. Some of the things we do 
when we get away from home— 
well, I want to tell you we think 
we can wait for tomorrow. You 
young people, when you get out 
in that automobile, and you are 
away from dad and mother for 
a few hours, some of the things 
you do and some of the places 
you go, you are living a lie. 

Your parents think you are all 
right, but you know. Young man, 
young woman, get right. with God. 
Decide this new year that you are 
never going to do it again. Dare 
to be a Daniel. The Scripture 
says that Daniel purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile 
himself. Some of you young people 
have defiled yourselves morally. 


Three Forms of Moral Defilement

morally three ways: by a look, | 
|by a thought, by an act. You are| 


living. a lie. Your parents don't 
know it; your pastor doesn’t know 
it;. your Sunday School teacher 
doesn’t know it. You’ve made out 
like you are a fine Christian per- 
son, and down in your heart you 
are carrying the weight of this 
stain.

Jesus again says, “And: why call 
ye me Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things which I say?” We say, 
“Yes, He’s our Lord. Yes, He’s our 
God. Yes, we believe in God.” 
Why. don’t: you live it then? Why 
don’t you go to your office and 
your shop and your home and live 
Jesus? with your heart, with your 
actions, as well as with your lips? 
Living a lie is a sin against God. 


VII. Believing Satan’s Lies 
Is Foolish. Sin 

Then seventh, believing the 
Devil’s lie is a sin against this 
Commandment. Jesus said, “Ye 
are of your father the devil; and 
the lusts of your father ye will 
do. He was a murderer from the 
beginning, and abode not in the 
truth, because there is no truth 
in him. When he speaketh a lie, 
he speaketh of his own: for he 
is a liar, and the father of it. 
And because I tell you the truth, 
ye believe me not.” In_ other 
words, Jesus said again, the Devil 
is a liar. Now, the Devil is a liar 
when he tells you that you can get 
away with sin. To some of you 
tonight, the Devil’s whispering, 
“You can get away with it. You 
can beat the game of sin.” 

The Devil is lying. Put it down. 
He’s lying. You can’t get away 
with it. You can’t go on living 
the way -you have been living;

just for this one night to warn 
you, and the Devil is whispering 
and fighting for your soul; and 
he wants to keep you from giv- 
ing your life to'God tonight. He’s 
lying! He's a liar when he tells 
you that you can get along best 
without God! 

Some of you here tonight just 
haven’t taken God into your life. 
You haven't taken God into your 
plans. You think you can get a- 
long better without God. That’s 
the Devil’s big lie: 

And then, he’s a liar when he 
tells you that you have plenty of 
time, and that you can put off 
coming to give your life to Christ. 
That is one of the Devil’s biggest 
lies. The Bible says, “. . .now is 
the accepted time; behold, now is 
the day of salvation.” 

There comes only once, twice, 
three times—a few times in a man’s 
life when he can come to God, 
when the issue is placed before 
him, when he is compelled by the 
Spirit of God to make a choice. 
Not many times, maybe only once, 
does he have that moment.
